far away goal! To the overwhelming 
majority the days are few indeed, and 
to very many it would seem as if they 
were almost as full of evil as of good 
All the world, and Germany especially, 
has just had its attention called to a 
very remarkable man, whose days have 
run in parallel lines with this eventful 
century. Gen. Count von Moltke was 
born in the year 1800. It was his rare 
lot to bear the staff of pilgrimage for 
four seore years and ten! If a faithful |. 
record of this great German’s life could 
be made; a record of faets, of thoughts. 
of feelings; a record of observations as 
well as experiences, of defeats as well 
as victories; a true life of the man and 
of bis time, what an invaluable treas- 
ure it would be! It would be a history 
of thé century from a German stand- 
point, from a great soldier's point 
of view. There are some things 
about this grim old soldier worth 
a passing thought at least. He 
is regarded—by all Germans, of 
course, and by many who are 
not Germans, as the greatest soldier of 
this century. None will deny that his 
abi! ty, his sagacity and his success 
mate a sweeping mark in the military 
‘t tory of the time. When he fought, 
he faught to win, and he generally did 
win. But this is to be said in his honor 
that he did not delight in war, and that 
as far as possible he sought to keep 
peace amongst the nations of the earth. 
When war became a necessity, and he 
believed it was often a necessity, *uen 
he wanted it to be short, sharp ud de- 
cisive. He was oftener igelined to 
“hold” than to let slip“ the dogs of 
war, There would have been more 
wars and more disastrous wars this cen- 
tury if it had net been for the restrain- 
ing policy of Gen. von Moltke. As 
a patriot, a disciplinarian and a 
leader he ranks with the Duke of 
Wellington and with our Washing 
ton our Grant and Logan. His great- 
est work was done in his maturer 
age. He was scarcely known outside 
of Prussia till he was more than sixty 
years old. The hardest and best work 
of his life was done when he had passed 
the three score years and ten. Upto 
August, 1888, when he resigned the of- 
fice of chief of staff, he did all the rou- 
tine work that office demanded. Gen. 
von Moltke was indeed a grand old man. 
— Bismarck will miss him sorely, and now 
that his emperor is no more — for 
William can hardly be called Bis- 
marck’s emperor—and his old comrade 
in arms is gone, he too will soon gin 
to be aweary o’the sun.” Not long ago 
an American physician wrote to most 
of the notable octogenarians and asked 
the secret of their longevity. Moltke's 
letter was long and xharacteristic. Al 
of importance was crowded into the 
last paragraph which we herewith 
quote, and so close our notice of the 
grand old German soldier. |

who so Wisely and beneficently rules the unt 
verse.

meadows. Nearly every such valley 
aud lake narrows down to a gorge 


through which the stream escapes, and 


across which a dam could be thrown 
very easily. The Truckee has unex- 
ampled storage facilities in Tahoe, 
Donner, Webber and Independence 
Lakes, with countless valleys that can 
be converted into reservoira at small 
cast, but the river below lies in a de- 
pression much under the valleys which 
it should cover. Half a dozen valleys 
stretching along its northern side, ag- 
gregating a hundred thousand ares of 
excellent laud, but it Will require 
half a million of dollars to build a 
canal to cover them. The contrary 
state of affairs exists in the other great 
streams. The Carson, the Walker 
and the Humboldt lie nearly on a 
level with the country, stretching 
away from their banks, and canals 
can be easily made, but storage is 
more difficult. Each has places, ho¢- 
ever, that can be used as such and 
the people are awakening to the im- 
portance of the subject. The last Leg- 
iglature passed what is regarded as 
a wise , and seasonable law, which 
gives the people of any portion of the 
te the power to form a district and | 
issue bonds bearing Fix per cent in- 
terest, to be paid by a tax levied upon, 
not only the old property, but all that 
may be created, the proceeds of the 
bonds to be used to build storage res- 
ervoirs. It is not the proposition for 
the districts to make use of the waters, 
either for nn or farming 
purposes. That is to be left to private 
capital; but the district is to stand in 
the place of Divine Providence, and, 
by storage, prevent floods in spring, 
and by releasing the water increase 
the flow of the streams at a time of 
drouth. It is evident that those now 
enga in agriculture can afford to 
pay the trifling addition to their taxes 
which the interest will call for, as 
their supply will be insured. The in- 
habitants of the town agree, because 
every new farmer adds to the business 
of the — and to the value of 
every piece of property within reach. 
The capitalist, manufacturer and all 
concerned will feel the benefit, and, 
it is hoped, will consent to their share.
